The severest cold wave of the pres- 
ent season is sweeping through the 
middle west from the Great Lakes 
region, leaving death and desolation 
in its wake, and is scheduled to strike 
Atlanta today, foreing the tempera- 
ture down approximately 40 degrees 
to a minimum of 20, while Friday is 
expected to show a bottom reading of 
at least 10 degrees, according to the 
official forecast of C, F. von Herr- 
mann, who advises that water be shut 
off and automobile radiators be pre- 
pared for “real winter.”

With a high pressure area center- 
ing in the northern part of the mid- 
dle west, where a temperature of 30 
below zero was reported Wednesday, 
and the barometer here dropping rap- 
idly Wednesday afternoon, conditions 
are “just right” for thé frigid wave 
to sweep the entire southeast, borne 
along on the wings of a gale which 
is expected to reach a 30-mile ve 
locity even in Atlanta, Mr. von Herr- 
inann declared. 

No part of the south will escape 
the effects of the storm, bureau offi- 
cials declare, and warnings have been 
issued for practically the entire At- 
lantic seaboard and as far south as 
Louisiana, Freezing temperatures are 
anticipated in Florida while a drop 
to the low twenties is expected in 
New Orleans. The northern part of 
the state is preparing to withstand 
temperatures as low as 10 or 12, dis- 
patches said Wednesday. 

Four deaths from traffic accidents 
due to cold and snow were reported 
from the middle west and winds of 
hurricane intensity wrecked several 
houses and caused much damage in the 
vicinity of Oakdale, La. 

Rain, snow and ice Dianketed the 
middle west Wednesday as the gale

Judge S. M. Bone instructed the 
jury that if there was any doubt as 
to the identity of the man who testi- 
fied he was the Connie Franklin al- 
legedly slain by the four men on trial, 
it was the jury's duty to give the de- 
fendants the benefit of the doubt and 
acquit them. 

Under the instructions the jury may 
also find them guilty of either first 
or second degree murder. The penalty 
for first degree murder is life impris- 
onment or death in the electric chair, 
at the jury's discretion, and for sec- 
ond degree murder imprisonment for 
from 5 to 21 years. °

BRITISH AVIATORS 
DIE IN ATTEMPT 
AT FLIGHT RECORD 


Two Pilots Killed When 
Plane Hits Mountain in 
Storm During London- 


TUNIS, Dec. 18.—(United News.) 
Two crushed bodies and a_ broken 
plane in the arid mountain region of 
Zaghouan, Tunisia, marked the end 
today of one of the most ambitious 
long distance flights ever attempted. 

The bodies were those of Squadron 
Leader A. G. Jones-Williams and 
Flight Lieutenant N. H. Jenkins, of 
the British royal air force, and the 
plane was one in which they hopped 
off from Cranwell airdrome near Lon- 
don yesterday morning on a project- 
ed non-stop flight to Capetown, South 
Africa. | 

The plane crashed into a mountain 
during a storm last night. The bodies 
and the wrecked machine were found 
this afternoon by native Arabs wh@¢ 
carried the word to French authori- 
ties. Investigation established the iden- 
tities of the men and their plane. 

The bodies will be brought to Tynis 

fromthe scene of the crash, many 
miles to the south, tomorrow morning 
with full military honors. 
» Although their Fairey-Napier mon- 
oplane carried a radio capable of 
sending to either London or Cape- 
town, no word had been heard from 
the fliers since they passed west of 
the island of Sardinia, in the *iediter- 
ranean, at 4 p. m. yesterday.

LARGE HOLE IN BOW 
OF OTHER STEAMER 


Details of Crash Meager. 
Both Ships Proceeding 
Cautiously Because of 
Fog, Say Commanders. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18 —P\— 
Rammed by another vessel at the fog- 
blanketed entrance to New York 
harbor, an ocean liner bound for Ber- 
muda sank tonight but not before all 
her passengers and crew had been 
taken off without loss of life. 

With 280 passengers aboard, the 
Furness-Bermuda liner Fort Victoria 
was feeling her way out to sea in a 
blinding haze late today when she was 
struck a powerful blow by the liner 
Algonquin, bound for Galveston, by- 
way of Miami, with 189 passengers. 
The crash occurred near Ambrose 
lightship. 

Instantly the dread distress call of 
the sea-—the S. O. S.—was ‘sounded 
and ships scurried to aid the Fort 
Victoria. ' 

A series of radio messages then 
told how the passengers were quickly 
taken from the Fort Victoria and 
placed aboard pilot and tug boats, 
Into thesé boats, too, went all of the 
members of the creW except the cape 
tain and six men, who decided to 
stand by their ship as long as pos- 
sible, 

Yor several hours conflicting ree 
ports of the Fort Victotia’s condition 
came out of the fog by radio. All 
reports agreed that she was listing 
rather badly. ;

Land Problem 


The Georgia Association is arrang-| 
ing a three-day conference for Jan- 
uary 7-9 at the Ansley hotel to dis- 
cuss Georgia’s land problem and prac- 
tical methods of its solution. The 
Southeastern Real Estate, Loan and 


Property Men’s Association, with 
headquarters in Atlanta and composed 
of 20 farm mortgage companies, in- 
cluding life insurance companies and 
land banks which have come into pos- 
session of many Georgia farms 
through foreclosure, is actively co-op- 
erating in the preparation of the pro- 
gram. 

Nationally known students of this 
problem, which has become _ acute 
throughout the United States, have 
been invited to attend this confer- 
ence and explain methods that are be- 
ing applied to the problem in other 
sections. Plans for financing farm- 
ers who need dairy cows and poultry 
and hogs in order to make farm prof- 
its possible, but who cannot obtain 
money under present conditions either 
at the local bank or through the fed- 
eral intermediate credit bank, also 
will be presented at the conference. 

In addition to these subjects, spe- 
cific plans will be presented for en- 
larging the scope of the work of the 
Georgia Association as a state cham- 
ber of commerce, especially along lines 
of ecanomic research that will enable 
it to bring more farm factories or 
farm processing plants to the smaller 
towns and weaker counties of the 
state, and particularly to aid local 
chambers of commerce and farm or- 
ganizations, through live stock finance 
associations, to set up more cow-hog- 
hen farm units. Advertising for ex- 
perienced live stock farmers‘in other 
sections and for investors in farm. 
processing plants, and organizing for 
the great bi-centennial celebration. of 
Georgia’s settlement, which is under 
the direction of Dr. Willis A. Sut- 
ton, of Atlanta, and other Georgia 
educators, are other important parts 
of the program to be presented.

TELESOF NATION'S AIMS 


Dr. Prittwitz-Gaffron Speaks 
to Lotus Club in 
New York. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—(#)—Dr. 
F. W. Von Prittwitz-Gaffron, Ger- 
man ambassador to the United States, 
declared at a dinner given in his honor 
Tuesday night by the Lotus Club, that 
post-war Germany aims to make the 
community of interest between capita! 
and labor “the guiding principle of its 
social and economic organization.” 

“The way to sane democracy and | 
good relationship between the various | 
classes,” he said, “is primarily not a. 
problem of legislation but a question ' 
of education. 


“The leaders of our schools and col- ! 


leges, therefore, share with the po- 
litical leaders the responsibility for 
the future, whereas in the past em- 
phasis was laid on the purely intellec- 
tual training. Nowadays this develop- 


near| ment of social, emotional and physical 


qualities is considered the main object 
of education.” 

Pointing to the difficulties which 
beset his country at the close of the 
war, the ambassador continued: 

“The struggle for economic recovery 
has proved to be the most difficult 
test of the character of the German 
people. and has had perhaps the great- 
est influence in forming modern Ger- 
many’s mind. 

“Threatened by bolshevism, de- 
prived of commodities, demoralized by 
the sufferings of the war, the German 
people overcame the terror of the 
immediate post-war period and set to 
work again. 

“All classes co-operated in keeping 
the ship of the German state afloat 
and helped to steer it through the time 
of inflation and poverty. Although 
times of hardship strengthen the 
character of the people and perhaps 
develop their creative faculties, busi- 
ness life ~s such lacked that normal 
steadiness of development which is 
essential for real prosperity. 

“Handicapped by the burden of 
reparations and the insufficient re- 
serve of capital, German industrial 
life had also. to improve its technical 
apparatus which for years had been 
neglected. American capital helped to 
put our economic machinery in work- 
ing condition, just as the American 
example of standardization and co- 
ordination contributed to improve 
our methods”’

HOSPTAL BIL PASSED 


Measure Goes Back to House 
for Concurrence in 
Amendments. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(4)— 
The senate today passed the bill to 
authorize an appropriation of $15,- 
950,000 for the cv struction of new 
veterans’ hospital facilities throughout 
the country. The bill goes back to 
the house for concurrence in amend- 
ments adding $1,950,000 to the house 
authorization. 

The amendments added by the sen- 
ate would provide $700,000 for a new 
veterans’ hospital in West Virginia; 
$400,000 for a new hospital at Salt 
Lake City, Utah; $400,000 for an ad- 
dition to the hospital at Memphis, 
Tenn., and $450,000 for an addition 
to the hospital at Camp Custer, Mich. 


LOCAL HOSPITAL 
IS UNAFFFCTED. 

In all probability the passage of the 
bill will not directly affect the At- 
lanta Veterans’ Hospital No. 48, as 
a $650,000 appropriation has already 
been made and is being used in con- 
struction there at present, stated John 
M. Slaton of the Veterans’ Bureau, 
here Wednesday. The hospital should 
be open by July 1, he said. 

However, should the amendments 
added by the senate be concurred in 
by the house, the provision for a 
$400, addition to the Memphis, 


Tenn., hospital, would directly affect 
the veterans in Georgia and Atlanta, 
thinks Mr. Slaton. Approximately 85 
to 90 patients from this state are in 
the Memphis institution at all times 
and the addition when built will pro- 
vide for an opportunity to place even 
more veterans there.

JQUOR CRAZED MAN 
ALS 3, WOUNDS 3 


ROMNEY, W. Va., Dec. 18.—(P) 
Three persons were killed and three 
others were wounded by an appar- 
ently liquor-crazed man who visited 
them at their homes here early today 
and shot them down with a shotgun. 
A justice of the peace, the county 
jailer and another man were slain. 
A 6-year-old girl and two women 
were injured, 

One of the men, Ed Wolford, 20, 
was slain as he sat at the bedside of 
his father, who was ill. The county 
jailer, Ben E. Miller, 55, was shot 
down at the jail, where he lived. 
Miller was decapitated by the charge 
from the shotgun.

Saville said none of them was seri- 
ously hurt.

BRUOKHART LAUDS 
EXPORT DEBENTURE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(/)— 
The export debenture plan was en- 
visioned today by Senator Brookhart, 
of Iowa, as a method hy which the 
farmers of the country could gain 
four billion dollars more a year from 
their crop sales. 

Speaking over the network of the 
National Broadcasting Company, the 
Iowa senator said that five billion 
dollars more than the amount now re- 
ceived was necessary if the farmer 
was to get wages for his work equal 
to those of ordinary unskilled labor. 
Proper adiustment of the tariff, he 
said, might produce the other billion. 

Senators from the northwest had 
turned from the flexible provisions of 
the debenture plan, he said, after a 
comparison of the benefits to agricul- 
ture and industry under the flexible 
system had shown “that the flexible 
tariff cost the farmers many millions 
more than its benefits.” 

The debenture proposal passed by 
the senate as an amendment to the 
farm bill, and late® struck out in 
conference between the two houses, 
made the certificates issuable to ex- 
porters and redeemable by the treas- 
ury. 

“This ought to raise the price of 
farm products by the amount of the 
debenture,” he said, “but to make 
sure of this, I would like to see it 
changed and issued to the farm board 


only, and made available for payment 
of posses in handling the surplus if 
any.” 

An amendment has been proposed 
to the pending tariff bill which in 
general would carry out this idea. 

Brookhart estimated that $200,- 
000,000 should be made available to 
the farm board for the payment of 
losses. With this and the $660,000,000 
of the intermediate credit bank, which 
he said should be transferred to the 
farm board, “the board can safely and 
quite fully finance the whole export- 
able surplus except in the most ex- 
treme cases.” 

Cotton, pork, oats and beef prices 
could be raised substantially, he be- 
lieved, and for wheat he proposed co- 
operation with Canadian pools to con- 
trol the world market.

has done, we want to see this new plan tried out. It may be a 
cure for the evils of football and it may make more rumors pos- 


sible each fall. 

“The idea that an athletic association can pay athletes 50 
cents an hour may cause a lot of nasty rumors. There is no limit 
placed on the number of jobs ean athletic association can find for 
deserving athletes.

“Why, Oh, why, don’t writers give more space and attention to the 
‘interfering back’ in football?” asks’ F. G. “He makes the ball carrier. 
He is responsible for most of the runs.’ 

Which is true enough. You can put it down often enough that this 
axiom stands: “For football players, look in front of the ball.” For 
example, Ralph Welch, of Perdue, was certainly as valuable as any back 
in the country last fall. Welch could run, block, kick and pass—which 
he did. But it was his value as an interfering, road-clearing back that 
made so many coaches wish they had him in place of star ball carriers. 
Welch weighed well over 200 and he could clear the way for a troop. 
“That big Texan,” said Dick Hanley, of Northwestern, “could go out 
and hunt bears with his fists.’ 

« + Good interfering backs are far rarer than good ball carriers. 
Rockne and Notre Dame usually have the highest sort of quality 
along this line and this accounts for a big part of Notre Dame’s 
success—this and able line play. One fine interfering back can 
make an average ball carrier look like a star. 

“Give me a Pest Welch,” remarked Hanley, ‘and I won’t worry about

The futurity 
will be the forty-third, and the eigh- 
teenth at Belmont Park. From 1888 
to 1909, inclusive, the futurity was 
a Sheepshead Bay autumn special. 
Saratoga celebrated the revivals of 
1910, 1913 and 1914 which Novelty, 
Pennant and Trojan won. Belmont 
Park took it over in 1915 after having 
previously appropriated those other 
famous Coney Island Jockey Club an- 
nuals, the Lawrence realization and 
the suburban handicap. 

The matron is a Belmont Park 
heritage from Morris Park where the 
Westchester Racing Association in- 
augurated it in 1892. Originally it 
was open 2-year-olds of both sexes, 
and run in two divisions from 1902 
to 1914, one for colts, the other for 
fillies.

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—(/)—Em- 
phatie weakness in Argentine govern- 
nent securities, which broke 2 to 6 
points, was the outstanding develop- 
ment of the day in the bond market. 
The selling was on a moderate scale 
and was mostly for speculative ac- 
counts. It was an aftermath of Ar- 
gentina’s announcement that the con- 
version privilege had been suspended 
at the gold exchange and accompanied 
material declines in Argentine obliga- 
tions in London. 

The South American republic has 
many 6 per cent coupon issues listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange and 
virfually ali of these figured in the 
day's downward movement, which 
sent them to new lows for the year 
at around 90, contrasting with the 
highs of a fraction above par. Two of 
the three Buenos Aires 6s traded in 
the session declined to the Same ex- 
tent, Chilean and Colombian bonds 
lost 1 to 3 points in sympathy. Bra- 
zilians were steady. 

The domestic list scored a small ad- 


é' tvance, although buying activity was 


limited to the first grade rails and 
the prime utilities. Such selective em- 
ployment of such reinvestment funds 
as were ready for use had the effect 
of steadyinzg the industrials and many 
speculative listings in all groups. On 
the other hand, United States govern- 
ment issues eased. This apparently 
confused trend was taken as indica- 
tion of public buying in sound issues 
which offer larger yields than the 
Liberties and Treasuries.

CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—(A)—Wheat 
prices underwent a late setback to- 
day, influenced by correct surmises 
that the government crop report 
showed almost 15,000,000 bushels 
more wheat was harvested this sea- 
son than had previously been fo = 
cast from Washington. However, 
notwithstanding this excess, the total 
United States wheat production for 
1929 is 108,000,000 bushels below the 
1928 output. 

Closing quotations on wheat today 
were unsettled, 1-Sc to lc a bushel 
lower than yesterday's finish. Corn 
closed unchanged to 1-4c to 3-8c off, 
oats a shade to 3-Sc down, and pro- 
visions unchanged to a rise of 3c. 

In contrast with the late downward 
trend of wheat prices today, the mar- 
ket earlier averaged higher owing 
largely to a more or less uneasiness 
displayed as to possible effects of a 


7" sudden severe drop in temperatures 


over domestic wheat territory. Snow- 
falls were widespread, but considerable 
uncertainty prevailed as to whether 
as a rule the blanket which was thus 
provided for the growing wheat had 
come in time to avert damage. Un- 
der such circumstances, th> price of 
July deliveries representing the 1930 
crop siowed relative firmness com- 
pared with quotations on nearer-by. 
deliveries that call for wheat already 
in store,

transient price advances earlier were 
to a considerable 
with suggestions from a Chicago trade 
authority that the United States is 
likely to be called upon to supply 160,-

Corn and oats eased toward the 
last, influenced by wheat weakness. 
The government crop report as to 
corn was virtually the same as had 
heretofore been indicated. Oats pro- 
duction, however, is about 11,000,000 
bushels more than the latest prior of- 
ficial estimate. 

Provisions were firmer on account 
of upturns in the value of hogs.
